Next mayor? 


Granite City candidates see problems differently, Pree’ different solutions

GRANITE CITY — Two large, 
weil-financed campaign organi- 
zatiors and one man operating 
Out of his home are opponents in 
the three-way. race for mayor. 

Incumbent Mayor Von -Dee 
Cruse, 65, of 2442 Lynch Ave. 
and Street Superintendent Mac 
Warfield, 57, of 22 Devon Hill 
Lane both list many prominent 
local people as active support- 
ers. Archie Lupardus, 48, of 2441 
Edwards St. said his entire cam- 
paign staff consists of him, his 
wife and ‘‘one other gu; 

Lupardus is a lifelong, resident 
of Granite City and the owner of 
Al na Conditioning and Heat- 
inj S peevinusly: worked at 
Col ant "Ss d Market, General 
Steel, where he was a Shop stew- 
ard for the Steelworkers union, 
and the N & W Railroad. 

He was a member of the 2nd 
Baptist Church in West Granite 
for 38 years and _ currently 
-attends the Tri-C ity Park Taber- 
nacle. He attended Granite City 

grade schools and high school 
re Belleville Area College. 

He and his wife Judie have 
four children. 

Never having held a public 
office, Lupardus said his qualifi- 
cation for the job is based in 1 
Timothy 3 in the Bible. 

“The Bible says if a man can 
manage his own household well, 
keeping his children under con- 
trol with dignity, he is qualified 
to do anything,”’ Lupardus said 
“Tf have four children. One son’s 
a dentist, one’s a doctor, one’s 
working at Prairie Farms and 
my daughter is in high school 








and a member of the National 
Honor Society.”’ 

Warfield is also a_ lifelong 
Granite City resident. He has 


been street superintendent since 
1962. He previously worked for 
Granite City Steel for 32 years 
and served four years in the 
U.S. Navy during the Korean 
War.

Warfield is a former Madison 
County Democratic chairman 
and has served as a Democratic 
precinct committeeman and as 
alderman for the 6th Ward

“You can’t keep lying to the 
public that way,”’ Warfield said. 
“It’s wrong to do the public that 
way. That’s not the way 
things are done.”’ 

Warfield said Cruse had led 
the petition drive to eliminate 


the telephone tax and that the 


drive had helped get Cruse elect 
ed. Then, Warfield said, Cruse 
quit actively supporting the 
elimination and even lobbied 
some of the aldermen to keep 
the tax 

Cruse said the only time he 
had a chance to vote on the tax 
he voted to eliminate it. He said 
the petition drive had been a 
good thing for the campaign, but 
that now he is not so sure it was 
right. The majority of the tax is 
paid by commercial customers, 
he said, not individual citizens 
At the moment it provides 
needed revenue, Cruse said, and 
it is very Possible that, if ended, 
it would have to be replaced 
with another type of tax on the 
individual. 

“If it came up again I have 
mixed emotions whether or not I 
would vote to eliminate it,” 
Cruse said. 

Warfield said Cruse promised 
to support him in the election for 
Democratic chairman at a meet 


ing in Alton shortly after the 
1985 election with “‘all the big 
politicians’’ and then, two days 


later, Warfield said, he found out 
Cruse had filed to run against 
him. 

“When a guy tells you some

Cruse said he believes

Warfield said Cruse is taking 
credit for the reopening of 
American Steel Foundries and 
the addition of a second continu- 
ous caster at Granite City Steel 
when “he knows a mayor can’t 
tell them what to do. I couldn't 
as mayor, and he didn't.” 

Cruse said no one is naive 
enough to believe he personally 
brought either the reopening or 
the caster, but he said the city 
played a part in both by cooper- 
ating when asked, eRe the 
assistance given by Kela- 
han of the Wastewater” Treat- 
ment Plant. 

“I don’t know that our efforts 
helped them make the decision,’ 
Cruse said. ‘‘But I know for sure 
that they didn't hurt."

Lupardus said he may not be 
smart enough to run the city, 
but “‘with 38,000 people out there 
behind me I think we have 
enough brains to solve the city 
problems."’ He said he wants to 
provide programs for both youth 
and senior citizens. And he 
wants schools to be more respon- 
sive to the needs of average and 
below-average students. 

Lupardus admitted he had 
been indicted by the federal gov- 
ernment in 1984, and ultimately 
paid a fine, for rolling back the 
odometers on used cars he sold 
as L&S Auto Sales, but he said 
rolling back odometers was an 
accepted practice at the time 

“It was wrong, I don’t deny 
that, but there is nothing I can 
do to change that,” Lupardus 
said. 

Lupardus said he always fixed 
anything that went wrong with a 
car he sold, and made sure he 
took care of every problem when 
a customer brought back a car.

Grants available for renovating small businesses 


Small businesses undertaking 
renovation and_ rehabilitation 
projects targeted at saving ener- 
gy may be eligible for up to 
$20,000 to help pay interest 
incurred on loans funding the 
improvements, according to Jay 
R. Hedges, ‘director of the 
Department of Commerce and 
Community Affairs (DCCA) 


Hedges said the $20,000 figure 
represents a doubling of the 
maximum grant available 
through the Illinois Small Busi- 
ness Energy Management Pro- 
gram, administered through 
DCCA’s Small Business Assis- 
tance Bureau (SBAB), which 
helps exjsting commercial and 
industrial small businesses 
obtain financing at reduced 
interest rates to implement ener-

gy conservation projects. 
“During 1988, this program 
provided -38 grants totaling 
$122,872 to. small businesses 
rehabilitating -equipment or 
physical plants to conserve ener- 
gy,’ Hedges said. “The average 
grant was over $3,200 — a sub- 
stantial boost to encourage small 
business owners to implement 
more energy-efficient systems.”’ 
Hedges said qualifying proj- 
ects must show estimated ener- 
gy savings, based on past use 
compared to usage following 
project completion. Projects typ- 
leally include repiacing heating 





or air conditioning systems, 
installing insulation, replacing 
single-pane windows and install- 
ing energy management systems 
and equipment. 

Businesses which replacé 
existing equipment with new, 
more energy-efficient equipment 
for use in their operations may 








also qualify for the interest 
write-down grants. 
New construction does not 


qualify 

To obtain a grant, businesses 
must complete an application, 
taking it to an Illinois lending 
institution to abtain an approved

loan to fund the project. The 
lender then submits the applica- 
tion to DCCA, which may prepay 
100 percent of the loan interest 
costs, up to $20,000, directly to 
the lender as a grant. Grants 
are based on the term of the 
loan or the first five years of the 
loan, whichever is less. 

The approval process takes 
about three weeks. Businesses 
may begin projects upon receiv- 
ing written approval from 
DCCA, with local lenders receiv- 
ing.grant funds approximately a 
month later. 

The Illinois Small Business 


Energy Management Program 
also offers free, on- 
walk-through energy audits to. 
help businesses identify low-cost. 
or non-cost methods of conserv- 
ing energy. DCCA estimates 
businesses receiving the audits 
could save 5 percent to 25 per- 
cent on annual energy use by 
implementing the au 
mendations. 


Since the program began _ in 
1983, more than 2,000 free 
walk-through audits have been 
performed.

Limited state fund increase proposed 


In his annual budget message 
to state lawmakers, Gov. James 
Thompson presented a spendil 
proposal for. the coming fiscal 
year listing additional money for 
education, the fight against drug 
abuse, and efforts to help the 
state’s mentally ill and develop- 
mentally disabled, according to 
State Rep. Ron Stephens, 
R-Troy. : 

Stephens said the governor’s 
$21.8 billion plan for fiscal year 
1990 spending includes $733 mil- 
lion more than the F'Y 89 budget. 
Most of the additional dollars 
would come from anticipated 
natural growth in state revenues, 

= Stephens said. 

Education was targeted as a 
top priority in the budget, with 
an additional $344.6 million slat- 
ed for elementary, secondary 
and higher education. Elementa- 
ry and secondary education 
would receive $3.04 billion in FY 
90, $214.6 million more than this 

~ year. Higher education would 
= receive nearly $1.5 billion, a $130 
million increase, 

Funding for many human ser- 

‘vice programs was also 
increased under the proposed 
budget. Included in the 
increased funding are initiatives 
to combat drug abuse and to 
help improve the quality of life 
for the state's mentally ill and 
developmentally disabled. 

Also, the House Republican 
Task Force on Sales Tax Reform 
heard testimony from local offi- 
cials on a new provision which 
makes local sales tax revenues 
subject to the Legislature's 
annual appropriations process. 

Several local officials said 
they depend on the current con- 


tinuous distribution of these rev- 
enues for their ets, and fear 
a change annual ai -opria- 
tions woiild jeopardize their 
finances. . 

To correct this and other | ae 
lems in the new law, task force 
members introduced HB 248 
which would distribute these rev- 
enues on a continuing basis. The 
measure also clarifies the state’s 
new photoprocessing tax, which 
is levied only on the retail value 
of the photoprocessing portion of 
a bill. =

ST. LOUIS — Construction 
workers traditionally have 


viewed themselves as a hard- 
working, 


hard-living; hard- 

ing bunch, said William F. 
‘Maloney, a professor of engi- 
neering at the University of 
Michigan. 

But the “macho” image prev- 
alent in the construction indus- 
try- often makes it difficult to 
recognize that alcohol and drug 
abuse costs the indus! billions 
of dollars, Maloney said. 

Maloney is the author of a 
national study on alcohol and 
drug abuse in the construction 
industry. 

He was invited to St. Louis to 
conduct a recent seminar far 
construction company officials 
and labor union leaders on the 
problems associated with drug 
and alcohol abuse. The seminar 
was sponsored by the St. Louis 
Couficil of Construction Employ- 
ers—PRIDE. 

Alcohol and drug abuse 
exacts a heavy toll in accidents, 
deaths, workmen's compensa 
tion claims, lost productivity 
and lost profits, Maloney fold 
about 70 construction company 
officials and union leaders 
attending the seminar from 
both sides of the river, 

“Somewhere between 10 and 
15 percent of construction work- 
ers are involved in substance 
abuse,’’ Maloney said. ‘‘The 


cost to the-industry is in excess 
of $10 billion.’* 

Maloney’s fi are the 
result of a ‘national study he 
conducted last year for the Uni- 
versity Center ‘for Construction 
Engineering and Management 
at the University of Texas in 
Austin. The center is an associ- 
ation of about 60 construction 
company owners and contrac- 
tors who pay $25,000 annually to 
fund the center’s programs and 
research, he said. 

Maloney’s study shows that 
alcohol is the most commonly 
abused substance with marijua- 
na and cocaine ranking second 
and third respectively. 

“I think it’s fairly easy 
understand why (alcohol is 
ranked No. 1),"* Maloney said. 
“Alcohol is legal and easily 
available, whereas marijuana 
and cocaine are both illegal and 
harder to get.” 

His study also shows that 
alcoliol abuse is most prevalent 
among those who’ are 40 years 
old .or older. Drug abuse is 
more common among younger 
workers, he said. 

“Substance abuse is not just 
a problem in the field, either,” 
Maloney said. ‘‘What about 
project managers? What about 
project engineers? Substance 
abu is a problem at all lev- 
els.”” 

Maloney said his study was 
intended ‘to identify the use or 
abuse of drugs and alcohol to 


the extent that it impairs job 
performance. 

Based on that, the study 
shows that alcohol and drug 
abusers: oar 

« Are late arriving at work 
three times more often than 
other workers. 

* Request early dismissals 
from work 2.2 times more often 
than other workers. 

e Have 2.5 times as many 
absences of eight days or more. 

° Use times the normal 
level of sick benefits. 

* Are five times more likely 
to file a worker’s-compensation 
claim. 

* Are involved in accidents 
3.6 times more often than other 
employees. 

* Perform at 67 percent of 
normal ability. 

* Are more likely to be 
involved in theft.of company 
property. 

Maloney said construction 
company officiais, union leaders 
and workers must become more 
aware of the problem, begin 
training people to recognize 
workers with problems and 
begin treatment programs. 

“A lot of contractors said get- 
ting them (substance abusers) 
off the job site is the best solu- 
tion,"’ Maloney said. ‘But on 
the East Coast, the construction 
industry is beginning to experi- 
enee manpower shortages.’ 

“You can’t afford to throw 
away good people.”’

resistance. “Solution dyed” fab- 
rics have excelent fade resis- 
tance. This method of dying 
results in outstanding colorfast- 
ness in carpets, draperies and 
upholstery fabrics made from 
synthetic fibers such as nylon or 
polyester. 


“‘Vat-dyed” is a term’ refer- 
ring to a’ particular class of dye 
used on cotton and polyester/cot- 
ton bitnds. Colorfastness and 
sunlight resistance also are good 
in these%fabrics. 

The term “‘sun-resistant’’ can 
be a bit of a misnomer. Sun-re- 
sistant dyes resist fading but do 
not provide the buyer with 
assurance that fading will not 
occur. The term is somewhat 
unreliable as the basis for your 
decision. 

Color choice is one of the most 
important factors in your selec- 
tion. Light colors tend to reflect 
the heat; dark colors absorb. 
The more sunlight absorbed, the 
greater the chance of sun dam- 


nails§/This is the easiest and 
most'common problem. Howev- 
er, it also may be wise to 
replace broken brackets entirely 
or add extra support where it 
dips or sags. I use the same 
type of hanger and position it 
where it will maintain an even 
slope, about 1 inch for every 10 
feet of gutter length.

If I find clogs in the gutter, I 
clean out the vertical down- 
spouts with a hose.

Be certain 
to disconnect these downspouts 
from the pi| before washing the 
clog deep into your sewer sys- 
tem. If a garden hose fails, I 
revert to a long plumber’s snake 
or drain auger. From the bottom 
of the pipe, I push the snake 
upward and then reverse the 
process from the top. 

Once clogs are gone, you'may 
want to consider installing 
mesh-type covers or wire cages 
to prevent future problems. 
These are éspecially helpful if 
you have many trees, as leaves 
collect on the mesh, but are 
washed away by rains and wind.
